Many of the readers of T H B SBNTTNBII 
will recall Chiurley Fogc, a keen little 
Englishman, who held a clerkship in 
the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne railroad 
offices Home years ago. 
Fogg was a 
friend of Frank J. Bealy, a former city 
editor of

SBNTINBII, and is well 
known to the newnpaper fraternity. 


This telegram from Columbus will 
interest | eople here: 


CoiiiniBUs, Ohio, 
August 26.—Mr. 
Charles Fogg, a well known newspaper 
reporter of this city, attempted suicide 
shortly after noon to-day by taking a 
dose of rough on rats. 
Early in the 
week Mr. Fogg received news of the 
death of a brother in England, to whom 
he was very much attached, and this 
seemed to have weighed on his mind 
and caused a depression of spirits, which 
led him to goion a protracted si ree. 
While suffering iTrom the effect of'iiquor 
he purchased the poison, and, repairing 
to the police patrol house, where he has 
l)een in the habit of whiling away hift 
unoccupied moments, entered the water- 
closet adjoining, and swallowed the 
powder with a glass of water. 


When he emerged from the closet one 
of the officers on duty suspected that all 
was not right and, goiug to the place, 
found the box containing the poison. 
Police 
Sergeant 
Schultze 
was im- 
mediately summoned, and, with the as- 
sistance of Dr. Blesch, a stomach pump 
and emetics, succeeded in relieving Fogg 
of the poison, when he was removed to 
St. Francis' hospital, where he is to- 
night in a fair way to recover. 
Fogg is 
an Englishman by birth and came to 
this country in 1881. 
He drifted to 
Fort Wavne, Ind., where he was engag- 
ed in nt wspaner work, and came to this 
city in 1886. since which time he has 
been employed at different times on all 
the papers here, being at tho present 
time city editor of the Sunday 
CafnteU, 
He realized to night what he has done 
and legrets his rash act.

and canted a depression of'Spirita, which 
led him to go* on a protracted apree. 
While suffering from tbe effect of^iqoor 
lie purchased tho poison, and, repairing 
to the police patrol house, where he him 
been ID the habit of whiling away bin 
nnooonpled moments, entered the water- 
oloBot adjoining, and swallowed the 
powder with a glass of water.
